SITUATION 

1 It was dark, the weather was clear, and the asphalt road surface was dry and in good 
condition 2 when case vehicle (A) was traveling east at a driver estimated-s peed of 50 
mph (80 kph) in the lefteastbound lane of a multi-lane asphalt freeway, and unknown 
vehicle (X) was traveling east at an unknown speed in the right eastbound lane. As the 
two vehicles approached an exit ramp, the driver of vehicle (X) braked as the driver of 
case vehicle (A) attempted to move into the right eastbound lane prior to exiting the 
highway. In response to the braking of vehicle (X), the driver of case vehicle (A) also 
braked, causing her to lose control of the vehicle. Case vehicle (A) exited the road to 
the right and struck the guardrail with the right front and right side. 3 It then veered to 
the left, crossed over both eastbound travel lanes, exited the road to the left, and struck 
the concrete median barrier with the left front and leftside. Case vehicle (A) was towed 
from the scene. The police accident report indicates B -level injuries for the driver of 
case vehicle (A) who was transported by ambulance to a level-one trauma center and 
hospitalized for 24 days. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

4 Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. 5 Direct damage from the frontal impact to 
the right front began at the right-front bumper corner and extended 14-cm to the left, 
resulting in 15-percent vehicle overlap (VOL). 6 The maximum crush on the frontal 
plane was 16 cm and occurred atthe right-front bumper corner. The damage extended 
along the right side to the right-rear bumper corner. 7 Direct damage from the frontal 
impact to the left front began atthe left-front bumper corner and extended 30-cm to the 
right, resulting in 24-percent vehicle overlap (VOL). The maximum crush on the frontal 
plane was 11 cm and occurred atthe left-front bumper corner. The damage extended 
rearward along the leftside to the left-rear bumper corner. 

Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program and 8 9 two crush values 
measured atthe right front of case vehicle (A), the following impact severity was 
estimated for the frontal impact with the guardrail:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

In the front, 10^ the left-front bumper corner was shifted 39-cm to the right and the right- 
front bumper corner was shifted 13-cm to the right. 11 The bumper and engine 
compartment were crushed rearward and to the right. The left-front corner of the hood 
was slightly deformed, the hood latch was damaged and jammed closed but it had been 
pried open, 12 and the left hood hinge was separated but there was no damage to the 
right hood hinge. The rear edge of the hood was not elevated and it did not contact the 
windshield. 13 The leftside of the windshield was cracked due to deformation of the 
lower section of the left A -pillar and roof. 14 The lower-right side of the windshield was 
cracked, probably from contact by the deploying dash-mounted airbag. 

15 On the leftside, the front portion of the left fender, the lower section of the leftA- 
pillar, the front portion of the left door, 16 17 the left quarter panel, and the lower section 
of the left D-pillar were crushed to the right. 18 19 Both left-side wheels were scratched 
and scraped, the sidewalls of the left-side tires were holed, and the tires were deflated. 

20 The left-front door was jammed closed and the leftside of the roof was buckled, but 
all the left-side glazing was intact. 7 The leftwheelbase was reduced by 13 cm. 

21 The left taillight assembly was broken, and the lower-left corner of the left-reardoor 
was deformed and jammed closed. 22 There was no other damage to the rear of the 
case vehicle. 

23 24 On the right side, the fender was crushed and deflected to the left and the hubcap 
and rim of the right-front wheel were scuffed. 25 Both right-side doors remained closed 
and operational, and the right-side glazing was intact. Both right-side doors and the 
quarter panel were scratched and scraped, and the hubcap of the right-rear wheel was 
separated. 6 The rightwheelbase was increased by 4 cm. 



Interior 

This vehicle was equipped with steering-wheel and dash-mounted frontal- impact 
airbags, and 26 27 28 29^ both deployed, probably during the frontal impact into the 
guardrail. 30 There was no damage to the steering-wheel airbag, but the fabric was 
stained with a few drops of blood and there was dirtacross the upperface of the airbag. 
31 32 33 34 There was no damage to the flaps/covers of the steering-wheel airbag. 35 
36 There was no damage to the steering-wheel rim orspokes, but the steering column 
was deflected to the left. 37 The upper portion of the interior panel of the driver door 
was bowed out, 56 the plastic on the lower-front portion of the door interior was 
deflected in, and the plastic of the footwell panel was cracked. 38 The driver seat 
cushion was stained with blood and 39 the left-rear edge of the cushion was torn. The 
driver-seat fore/aft adjuster was jammed in the full-rear seat-track position. 40 There 
was a scuffmark, blood, and hairon the uppersection of the leftA-pillar. 41 42 There 
was no other damage to the driver area. 

43 44 In the center-front area, the vertical console was dislodged from the center 
instrument stack and the cup holderwas broken. 45 46 The windshield-mounted 
rean/iew mirror and 47 48 the roof-mounted console were also separated from their 
mounts. 49 There was no other damage in the center-front area. 

50 In the right-front seating area, the dash-mounted airbag deployed but there was no 
damage to the module cover. 51 The windshield was cracked, probably from contact by 
the deploying dash-mounted airbag. 52 There was no other damage in the right-front 
seating area. 

53 In the second-row seating area, the plastic on the left interior side panel and armrest 
was cracked and broken and some of the hardware was loose. 
The following intrusions were noted and measured:

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

56The 5-ft, ll-in, 250-lb, 44-year-old female driverwas notusing the three-point belt, 

57 but the steering-wheel airbag deployed, probably during the impact into the guardrail. 

58 59 There were no witness marks on the plastic D-ring or on the belt webbing to 
indicate belt use at the time of the crash. The driver had reportedly adjusted the seat to 
the full- rear seat-track position with the seatback relatively upright, and had positioned 
her right and left hands on the steering-wheel rim at two and ten o'clock, respectively. 
She was wearing glasses at the time of the crash and they were reportedly knocked off 
of her face. 



On impact of the right front of the vehicle into the guardrail, the driver moved forward 
into the deploying airbag and knee bolster. She sustained contusions around the right 
eye and to the right side of the face, probably due to contact of the deploying airbag 
with her face and eyeglasses. During impact of the left front with the concrete median 
barrier, she moved further forward and to the left and her head contacted the upper 
section of the leftA-pillar, 40 as evidenced by a scuffmark and hair deposit, resulting in 
a contusion to the top of the head. She sustained an open fracture/dislocation to the left 
talus, tears of the left anterior and posterior talofibular ligaments, and a tear to the left 
calcaneofibular ligament, probably due to contact of the left foot with the toepan and the 
side panel of the footwell, 37 as indicated by the blood deposit and cracked plastic. She 
sustained a strain to the posterior aspect of the left shoulder from an unknown source. 
The following table and attached drawing 60^ summarize the injuries sustained by the 
driver of case vehicle (A).
